Ribicoff is important in this 


issue because, in the words of the 
wire dispatch: 


"He is chief spokesman 


for a coalition of 14 gover- 
nors, 25 senators, hundreds 
of mayors and county of- 
ficials, and dozens of such 
organizations as the AFL- 
CIO." 
That's a formidable lineup that 


augurs trouble for the average 
working citizen. It indicates 
clearly that what started off as a 
benevolent program for the 
needy has now became a political 
football. 


It casts doubt on the 


proclaimed intention of both 
Republicans and Democrats to 
(balance the U.S. budget and halt 
'inflation. What we do for the 
needy might not be a disaster in 
itself, but it becomes so when 
coupled with a still more sinister 
development.

Muskie.Defies Critics 
by Renewing Attack

Defying a host of Republicans 


who have chastised him for

latest peace proposals, Sen. Ed- 
mund S. Muskie has renewed 
his attack on the President for 
not unilaterally setting a date 
for complete withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from Vietnam. 


On the campaign trial in Wis- 


consin, the Maine Democrat 
Thursday issued a statement 
responding to the latest GOP 
criticism—from

harmed the national interest by 
rejecting Nixon's plan before 
Hanoi did. 


"For years," Muskie said, 


"every time an American sena- 
tor has made a proposal to 
bring this war to an end ear- 
lier, he has been greeted with 
the same response from our 
government as Secretary Ro- 


gers used today. 


"It is apparent that the other 


side will not accept the terms 
the administration has 
set," 


Muskie continued, adding: "I 
believe they would respond se- 
riously to the terms I have sug- 
gested." 


Muskie said Wednesday re- 


lease of U.S. prisoners of war 
and safety of the troops should 
be the only conditions attached 
to setting a withdrawal date. 


Rogers' denunciation of Mus- 


kie's 
view 
as 
"most 
in- 


appropriate and harmful to the 
nation's interest" followed sim- 
ilar criticism from presidential 
press secretary Ronald L. Zieg- 
ler, Secretary of Defense Mel- 
vin R. Laird and several Re- 
publicans in Congress. 


And a source close to the 


White House indicated more of 
the same probably would be 
forthcoming today at an ap- 
pearance in New Hampshire by 
Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton. 


Another Democratic presiden- 


tial aspirant, Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington, told the 
Women's National Democratic 
Club Thursday: "I was sorry to 
see Sen.

Fewer Tax Returns Examined 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Few- 


er individual and corporate tax 
returns 
were examined 
last 


year than in 1970 under the au- 
dit program of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


Only one of every 56 individ- 


ual income-tax returns was au- 
dited in 1971, compared to one 
out of 46 the year before, the 
fiscal 1971 report of IRS Com- 
missioner Johnnie R. Walters 
disclosed today. 


Lest taxpayers 
think 
this 


means it is getting easier to 
cheat, 
however, the 
report 


shows that the computer-aided 
system of selecting the right re- 
turns for examination resulted 
in a bigger cash gain for the 
Treasury. Computers rank re- 
turns according to error poten- 
tial; those with the . highest 
probability of error are se- 
lected for audit. 


Some $3.4 billion in additional 


tax payments resulted from the 
1971 audits of individual and 
corporate returns, or $300 mil- 
lion more than a year earlier, 
even though about 350,000 fewer 
returns were chosen for exam- 
ination by revenue agents. 


The diminishing percentage 


of returns audited has caused 
concern at IRS, however, and 
President Nixon asked for more 
money for IRS in his budget 
message last week. 


Nixon asked enough funds for 


processing 2.1 million more re- 
turns in fiscal 1973 than in the 
current fiscal year, and ear- 
marked an additional $10.7 mil- 
lion for manpower "to audit a 
greater number of tax re- 
turns." 


The report showed that two- 


thirds of all taxpayers have 


more tax withheld than they 
owe each year. In fiscal 1971, 
nearly 56 million taxpayers re- 
ceived $19.9 billion in refunds. 
The average refund was $340, 
compared to $293 in the pre- 
vious year. 


More than 111 million returns 


were filed, but for the first 
time since 1959, the number of 
individual filings declined. This 
was because the Tax Reform 
Act of 1969 exempted millions 
of lower-income taxpayers from 
filing. 


Walters' report showed that

were audited in fiscal 1971, 
compared with 1,672,000 in 1970.

'Why should 
I-when I buy for a dollar and 
sell for two I reckon I know what 
I made!'" And they told of old 
Dr. Bell's adventures traveling 
by horseback throughout the 
countryside, and of the man who 
was ready to quit work and retire 
when he had built up a capital 
worth of 85.00 in cash and two 
new shirts. 


The men were quiet for a 


moment and Sobe, staring into 
the steady flame of a modern 
butane heater, gazed back to 
those early days of marriage. 
After the Judge witnessed their 
formal union early Monday 
morning, January 27, 1902, the 
J.S. Bitticks took the train to 
Ocan where they were met by 
Frank Bittick, his father. 


"We moved into a new IMoot- 


square house Pappy and I built; 
it had a side room and a front 
porch and a stick and dirt 
chimney. Farming was good in 
1902, made sii bales of cotton, 
selling them for about lOc a 
pound. Man could live a long 
time on 30 dollars then." 


The young couple moved 


around various places before 
finally settling in 1907 on what is 
now a gravel pit in McCaskill. 
There they lived, raising two 
children, Ooid and Beatrice, 
untfl 1940, when the land was 
encompassed by the proving 
ground. They moved to the spot 
where 
they 
still 
reside, 


overlooking Highway 24. 


"I remember it was after 19401 


got a raise to $4 a day, haulin' 
gravel in a possum-belly truck or 
doing carpentry work. Before 
that I got a dollar a day, and 
when Ooid got big enough to help 
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me, he got six bits—and that was 
no mere eight-hour day." 


Mr. HRtftck seM he Kft there 


used to be a stronger feeling of 
community spirit h the area: 
"People thought more of each 
other back then, used to do things 
together more." But relatives 
and friends, young and old, who 
gathered about the couple this 
past Sunday have in part given 
the lie to that opinion. As Sobe 
watched the guests departing, he 
caught the silent but firm signal 
from Lizzie. 


'All right' her strong gaze said, 


'we didn't make it this far 
together by partying and such 
foolishness up into the night. 
Let's go home Sobe and eat our 
supper and get to bed by seven.' 


Slowly rising, Mr. Bittick 


smiled at his great grand- 
daugher, an infant of seven 
months, whose birth came 
nearly a century after his. Going 
out the door he looked up to see 
that the skies had cleared; his 
head shook a little, perhaps with 
the recollection of that nasty 
weather which did not hold him 
from his bride seventy years 
•go.

The National Report on What's Happening 


Head Shops Go 
Big Business

THE BOUTIQUE BUSINESS—"The whole youth move- 


ment has sold out," says a somewhat disillusioned buyer 
or Heal Back, a popular New York boutique. Phil Cohen 
buyer and manager, has seen the changes that have 
come about in a few short years. 


"A few years ago it became a popular thing to set up 


a boutique or head shop. At the time it was a fun thing 
to do for a living. Low pressured, nonhusthng, nice way 
to operate a business." says Phil. 


Then it took little capital to stock a boutique with 


unique items that customers couldn't find m any of the 
biq stores. But that has changed. "All of a sudden the 
boutique business is big business. You have to be a little 
more cautious with what you bought, to pay more atten- 
tion to running a business, paying bills stocking mer- 
chandise, price wars and things like that. So the little guy 
who was in it for the fun and excitement of working with 
and for other young people ivas eventually driven out of 
business by the ones who had all the capital,

Now they have National Boutique shows that every 


buyer goes to so you all have the same merchandise. And 
the department store which picks up on it can certainly 
afford 
in sell at a lower cost than the boutique. What 


happened?" asks Phil, suddenly puzzled at the change in 
attitude that has come about among young boutique 
owners. "The only thing the boutique has going for it 
now is atmosphere and service. And with all the pressure 
it's getting harder and harder to maintain that." 


DROPPING OUT—Someone has finally come out 


against the big campaign to keep kids from dropping out 
of school. The Institute for Social Research at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan claims that dropping out Is an over- 
rated problem in Us own right. Thev explain, "dropping 
out Is far more appropriately viewed as the end result or 
symptom of other problems." 


The question is whether someone who cannot cope 


with school as it exists today should be pressured Into 
staying. The authors of "Dropping Out—Problem or 
Symptom?" see the real problem as "a serious mismatch 
between some individuals and the typical high school en- 
vironment." They list some of the problems behind drop- 
ping out as family background, ability limitations, past 
school failure and rebellious and delinquent behavior. 


But some of the limitations and shortcomings should 


have been attributed to the school system itself. If school 
were a place where people learned to think and exchange 
Ideas perhaps there wouldn't be as many "misfits who 
decide to drop out.

Meeting in Central Christian 
Church at Texarkana 
Win Campus 
for Christ

NEW YORK (AP) - As he 


shaped it, the strategy was to 
concentrate first on centers of 
intellectual 
and 
occupational 


development—the universities— 
and from that influential base, 
to 
extend 
the 
movement 


throughout the world. 


"Win the campus for Christ 


today," the keynote went. "Win 
the world for Christ tomor- 
row." 


That is the huge-scale vision 


which 20 years ago impelled 
William R. Bright, a onetime 
businessman, to start a venture 
which today is flourishing on 
450 campuses and 
spreading 


into a variety of other environ- 
ments. 


It's called the Campus Cru- 


sade for Christ International. 
Bright, its founder and presi- 
dent, says: 


"I believe we're now moving 


Into a time of the Spirit of God 
doing something new in our 
day. We're well into the first 
phase of the greatest spiritual 
awakening since Pentecost." 


That, as described in the New 


Testament, was when a holy ef- 
fusion, like the wind, filled the 
early apostles and swept Je- 
rusalem, drawing thousands of 
many nations into faith. 


Bright, 49, a warmly engag- 


ing man whom associates inevi- 
tably call "Bill," cites the fast 
multiplying dimensions of the 
movement and exudes con- 
fidence in its globe-encompass- 
ing goal. 


"We can't do it alone—we're 


only leaves on the twigs of the 
branch of love," he said in an 
interview. "But it's bursting 
out all over. Thousands of 
Christians are ready to do 
whatever they need to do to ac- 
complish it. 


"We believe that the United 


States will be saturated by the 
gospel of Jesus Christ by 1976 
and that by 1980 the whole 
world will have been saturated 
by it so that everyone will have 
heard the most joyful news 
ever announced. 


To augment the process, 


Campus Crusade this summer 
boosted its full-time staff from 
2,400 up to 3,000 young men and 
women, encouraging belief and 
conducting follow-up studies on 
campuses mostly in this coun- 
try, but now also in 45 other 
nations. 


The organization, with an an- 


nual budget of $12 million, larg- 
er than that of some major de- 
nominations, also is expanding 
work into high schools, the mil- 
itary and athletic areas, and in 
a series of training conferences 
for laymen and pastors. About 
300,000 have been trained as 
evangelists at such conferences 
in the last two years. 


Dramatizing the stepped-up 


drive, a massive student con- 
gress on evangelism is set for 
Dallas, Tex., next June 12-17, 
with 100,000 expected to attend 
daily training sessions and 
nightly rallies in the Cotton 
Bowl.

Ambulance Service Expanded 
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Hopeful Grain Plan 
Will Boost Soybeans 
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Cities to Get Cable TV

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


government 
has decided to 


make permanent and expand to 
14 more states a free aerial 
ambulance service using mili- 
tary helicopters to aid accident 
victims in rural areas. 


The project is an outgrowth 


of an experiment set up in five 
western states in 1970. Army 
and Air Force helicopters tak- 
ing part in it had flown 915 
patients on 704 mercy flights as 
of last October. About half of 
those assisted were injured in 
traffic accidents. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird said Thursday the ex- 
periment proved successful and 
that within a few weeks the de- 
partments of Transportation, 
Defense and Health, Education 
and Welfare will announce "a 
very 
much 
expanded pro- 


gram." 


Pentagon sources 
said 29 


Army and 
Air Force 
in- 


stallations in 
19 states-in- 


cluding the five states where 
the project is already under- 
way—have been designated as 
operating centers for the aerial 
ambulance service known as 
MAST, or Military Assistance 
to Safety and Traffic. 


Pentagon officials said the 


bases have the equipment and 
medical personnel for the job, 
but before they begin operating 
they must insure that no com- 
mercial helicopter ambulance 
service is already provided. 


In addition, local law-enforce- 


ment agencies will be required 
to provide the communications 
equipment needed, and landing 
facilities will have to be pro- 
vided at or near hospitals. 


The military ambulances will 


serve only those communities 
within a 100-mile radius of their 
base that have requested the 
service 
through the Trans- 


portation Department. 


These requirements are in- 


tended to avoid further criti- 
cism from private helicopter 
companies, who, according to a 
government study of MAST, 
view the project as "an en- 
croachment ... into what they 
consider to be the domain of 
private enterprise." 


MAST was first proposed by 


Laird in 1969 as a way of apply- 
ing lessons learned in Vietnam 
to use in treating accident vic- 
tims in this country. 


The death rate from wounds 


received in combat in Vietnam 
has been cut to near zero by 
using helicopters to evacuate 
men to hospitals for quick 
treatment. 


MAST was first tried at Ft. 


Sam Houston, Tex., and the ex- 
periment was later put into 
Luke Air Force Base, Ariz.; Ft. 
Carson, Colo.; Mountain Home

The 
three-piece suit along with the 
white shirt and button-down 
collar has been 
resurrected. 


"Old favorites" such as madr- 
as, herringbones and checks 
are on the move. 


"The peacock isn't dead. He's 


just stopped scraming," said 
Ken O'Keefe, fashion director 
of the Men's Fashion Associ- 
ation of America. 


William Keegan, president of 


Gant Shirtmakers, agreed. 


"Man 
is still a fashion ani- 


mal," Keegan said. "He's not 
going to go bland. We went 
through an era of too-muchism. 
But that doesn't mean we're 


going to too-littlism." 


The peacock look took shape 


in the mid-1960s, according to 
O'Keefe, when the Carnaby 
Street fasions hit the United 
States.
